Im this day and age, when Chinese communities in America 
are torn by differing emotional ties with China，Ppolitical 
short-sightedness，and petty ip-fighting，it is remarkable 
indeed to find nearly 20,000 Chinese united behind one 
cause. The demonstration in New York City on May 19 has 
shown those in the City Hall that they can no longer ignore 
and 计 -treat the Chinese Americans. 

Chinese Americans know well that government ,officials 
never take them seriously. Politicians know that the Chinese 
are not united，and many do not vote. So why bother. Al 
they need are a few“Chinese friends” who can take them to 
Chinese meals and generate a little publicity by posing with 
some Chinese beauty queens. Politicians and government 
officials are concerned with their own positions and images. 
What do they know about the sutfering and agony of the 
Chinese Americans? Do they know the problems of the immi- 
grants? Do they care about the high unemployment rate 
among the Chinese? Do they realize the many mental and 
physical health problems facing the community? Are they 
concerned about housing needs，care for the aged，bilingual 
education，vocational training，recreation，problem youths， 
and a host of other pressing problems? 

The lack of concern for the Chinese has contributed to un- 
controlled _ gang and underworld activities in the Chinese 
communities. The publicity given to the ,extortion cases im

America is a_ nation of 45 million refugee immigrants，Where 
would most of us be if our parents or grandparents who came here 
as refugees had been refused asylum?

As David Ushio，execuU- 
tive director of the Japanese American 
Citizens League，Says, “So often this na- 
tion justifies racist actions by the state of 
tbe economy.”

Hong Kong, the Chinese Univer- 
sity of Hong Kong and certain 
banks and commercial houses，. 

"Therefore，high school gradu- 
ates who cannot afford to study in 
London try to get external de- 
grees from the Unviersity of Lon- 
don by passing examinations 
here. They do not have to go to or 
stay in London，but just take 
examinations here supervised by 
the 卫 ducational Department of 
the Hong 及 ong government. 

The successful candidates are 
awarded the degree of bachelor 
of arts or science and may also 
take another examination for the 
degree of doctor of philosophy.

These external degrees are 
deemed by some colonials here 
more prestigious than local de- 
grees and even those earned in 
American universities. Some 
years ago，the incumbent regls- 
trar of the University of Hong 
Kong, named B. Mellor, rated an 
American bachelor's degree as 
equivalent to a British secondary 
school diploma.

held in Hong Kong after 1978， 
The British government in Lon- 
don -has asked an examiner of 
that university to visit thlis British 
Crown colony to arrange external | 
degrees to be conferred by the 
two _ local universities. He ww 计 
also find out whether students of 
nine local private colljeges may be 


,qualified to _ receive external de- 


grees. 
The nine colleges are modeled 


after the university system in Tai- 
wan and their graduates are 
awarded bachelor's degrees by 
the Ministry of 卫 ducation in Tai- 
pei. These degrees are normally 
given recogmnition by universities 
and colleges in the United States. 
Therefore, most students of these 
local colleges have jittle interest 
in external degrees given by the 
two local universities，whose 
standing is a far cry from that of 
the Unpiversity of London . 

The University of ong 玉 ong is 
interested in granting external 
degrees and in training candi- 
dates for the external examina- 
tion. This is to be undertaken by 
its extramural department, equiv- 
alent in a smajll way to the exten-

STRUGGLE 

The Chinese University of Hong 
玉 ong is not interested in conduct- 
ing any external degree examina- 
tion until the government appro- 
priates more money from 1978. 下 
is too preoccupied with a struggle 
for power between the university 
proper and two of its three col- 
jeges. Both universities are de- 
pendent on government appropri- 
ations. 

Many young men and women 
who can afford to study abroad 
prefer to go to America because 
of the wide range of departments 
and schools and the much su- 
perior faculty members and facili- 
ties of American universities. On 
their return they believe they can 
still compete with those trained 
in the University of Hong Kong 
or in Britain， Most of them join 
banks，commercial houses and 
private schools which welcome 
the American educated. Others 
work in places other than Hong 
Kong.

EGG POCKETS 


4eggs, beaten 

2tbp. dried shrimnp, soaked and chopped 

y2 cup ground pork 

4water.chestnut, finely chopped 

2 dried mushroom, soaked and chopped > 

1 stalk scallion， chopped 

ye tsp. salt 

y2 tsp. corn starch 

Peanut oil 

Metpoda: 

1. Mix ground pork with corn starch and Je tsp. salt. 

2. Heat wok with 1 tbp. oil. Saute pork till done，about 5 minutes. 
Set aside to cool. 


3. Heat wok again with 1 tbp. oil. Saute dried' shrimp till crispy，， 


about 3 minutes. Remove and add to pork. 

4. In the same oil, saute chopped mushroom. Add 1 tbp. water and 
a dash of salt. Cover wok and reduce heat for 5 minutes. 

5. Return pork and dried shrimp to mushroom in wok, adding water 
chestnuts and scallion. Test taste. Set aside to cool. 

6. Beat 4 eggs, adding 14 tsp. salt. 

7. Heat wok with 1 tbp. oil, Pour 1 tbp. of beaten egg in wok. Twirl 
egg in wok to make a round circle. 

8. When the under side is set, add 1 tbp. pork filling to egg sheet. 

9. Push filling to one side of circle and flip the'other half over,，mak- 
ing a semi-circle. Press seam gently with a spatula. Put egg 
pocket aside in a heated plate. Repeat with the rest. 

10. Dip egg pockets in oyster sauce before eating. May make 
pockets ahead of time and reheat in oven for 10 minutes.
